Lexington, Ky., May 20 — j\ltho 
the late frosts nipped most of tb.c 
early blooming fruit crop and the 
cool weather that has prevailed 
thus far in .May has retarded gen- 
eral farming, both circum.stanccs 
conspired to make the 1921 straw 
berry Crop the best flavored in 
a number of years, according t( 
experts at the Kentucky Agricul 
tural Experiment Station here. 
Strawberries that have been 
marketed during the present sea 
son havi^ been notable for their 
]-.'c and tine -davor. 

"The. cool weather has had the 
effect of retarding the growth of 
the berries to such an extent that 
they have devclojied slowly and 
fully." said an expert. "Tlie 
showers that have been frequent 
' !ve helped a great deal and as a 
n nit berries thi:: year are the 
tincst in several seasons 

"The strawberry plants need 
two good showers a week antl 
Aveather that it not too hot to do 
it-, best. Thus the early May a.in 
late .A]>ril weather has been ideal 
from the standpoint of the straw- 
berry grower." 

The Kentucky strawberry crop 
is just beginning to ripen an 
within a week shipments will be 
o-fcin^' out from Howling Green, 
Paducah, and other points day 
and night, to all parts of the 
country. At Bowling Green, dur- 
ing the season, solid train loads 
of berries are sent to the markets 
ra^t and north, while Paducah. 
this year, for the first time in a 
number of years, expects to ship 
in large quantities. 

I rains whicli handle the ber- 
ries are run on the same schedule 
as passenger trains, except tha. 
stojis must be made at. interi'pls 
to ice cars.
